R. CRIMINAL RECORD 


Records of the Newark, New Jersey, Police Department, 
Number 67510, New Jersey State Police Number 511559, 
reviewed on December I4., 1957, reflect subject was arrested 
on November 9, 1955, by the Newark Police on two warrants. 

O* 18 of the warrants contained two charges of maintaining 
a nuisance, and the other warrant contained two charges 
for permitting prostitution on premises. The warrants 
shottf date of crime as November 3, 1955® In each warrant, 
one charge relates to the Suburban Motor Lodge and the 
other to the Airport Motel, Inc-. On November 3, 1955, 
the Newark Police Department raided the Suburban Motor 
Lodge, (how known as the Newarker Motor Lodge), and the 
Airport Motel, and arrested nineteen couples and the 
co-owner of the motels, MICHAEL M.iRINO, on charges of 
prostitution. 

On November 29, 1955, Magistrate JACOBS, Municipal 
Court Number 5, Nei«ark, paroled RIEIA for the Essex County 
Grand Jury on all four charges. On February 1, 1958, 
the Essex County Grand Jury, Newark, dismissed all charges 
against RIELA. 

It was noted from review of the above file, the 
Newark Police Department submitted fingerprints to the 
Identification Division of the Federal Bureau of Investigation.

MaRiNO is Night Manager of tlieT Airport Motel, Inc, 

MARINO was arrested as co-owner of the Suburban Motor 
Lodge, Inc. and the Airport Motel during a raid by the 
Newark Police on November 3, 1955, previously mentioned 
in this report. 

T-2 advised he had known TONY RIELA for 
approximately 25 years. He advised that he does not see 
RIELA very often at the present time and knows very little 
about his current activities.' He stated, however, 
that on several occasions in the 1940*s, he aaw RIELA 
in the company of VINCENT and PHILLIP MANGANO of New 
York City, both of whom, according to T-2, were members 
of the Mafia. T-2 stated 'that PHILLIP and VINCENT MANGANO 
were murdered around 1945 or 1946. PHILLIP MANGANO 
according to T-l, was the ’’gumba” of SAM ACCARDI, alias 
SETTIMO ACCARDI, well known New Jersey racketeer. 

On November 21, 1957, T-3, of unknown reliability, 
advised that ANTHONY RIELA was a close associate of 
ANTONIO ROCCO CAPONIGRO. He stated he had frequently' 
seen CAPONIGRO, RIELA and the late NICK AMATO together, 
and it is the opinion of T-3 that CaPONIGRO was a silent 
partner of RIELA in the motel business.

CAPONIGRO, FBI Number 389561, is alleged to be 
most active in gambling and alcohol activities and an 
important figure in the New Jersey underworld. He has 
been alleged to be in numerous gang style murders and 
is capable of any crime. 

NICK AMATO, deceased, was alleged to have been 
the bookkeeper for CAPONIGRO. 
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T-4, of known reliability, advised that PRANK ZITO, 
Sanva Monia, Illinois, one of the Individuals stopped by 
the New York State Police at Apalachin, New York, on 
November II 4 ., 1957, was registered at the Airport Motel 
on November 12, 13 and 14, 1957 > and tnat there appeared 
on the registration card "Prank Zito, Tony’s friend".

T-2 advised on December 6, 1957 > that RIELA’s 
uncle, (FNTJ) TRIO (ph), and TRIO’s son, were murdered in 
Newark on 12 or 13th Avenue around 1937 or 1938, He said 
that at the time of the murder they were running the Two 
Star Italian Lottery. T-2 advised this murder was never 
solved by the Newark Police but stated that a faction in 
the Mafia opposed to the TRIO faction had killed them. 

T-2 indicated that at the time of TRIO’s death, TRIO had 
approximately <(j> 300 j 000 in a safe deposit box in a local 
bank in Newark. He stated that TONY RIELA, on instructions 
of the Mafia, went to the safe deposit box, took all of the 
money out, and turned it over to the Mafia. T-2 stated that 
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a few jears after this, the Mafia backed RIELA and lent 
him money to buy the Suburban Motor Lodge located on 
US Route 1, Newarko According to T-2, RIEIA purchased 
the Airport Motel in the same manner.

A report of Dun and Bradstreet dated October 24,

MICHAEL MARINO is secretary of the Airport Motel,' Inc. 

This report reflects the firm is a New Jersey A corporation 
chartered April 21 , 1953, and that the directors of the 
company are the two officers. This report reflects 
that construction of the motel started in September, 1953, 
and. that investment was in the low six figures and were 
savings of the principals. No financial statement was 
furnished by the officers to Dun and Bradstreet.

A report of Dun and Bradstreet dated May 1 ?, 1957, 
reflected that twenty more units had been added to the 
Airport Motel and that RIELA reported a mortgage on "che 
property in the amount of U|.00,000 instead of V79,000, 
previously reported.

After referenced report was analyzed at the Bureau, 
the following specific suggestions and observations are set 
out under the appropriate subheadings utilized in reporting 
data: 

PERSONAL HISTORY AND BACKGROUND 

No information is set forth in referenced report 
regarding subject's education and no lead was set forth to 
obtain same. Although the name of subject’s wife is given 
as Josephine, her maiden name appears to be unknown. When 
checking the Immigration and Naturalization Service records 
as indicated will be done by leads set forth, this should 
be obtained, You should then determine the identity of her 
Immediate family in order to establish if any of her relatives 
are associated with subject in his endeavors. Referenced 
report also reflects that It is unknown whether subject has 
any brothers and sisters. This should also be resolved 
during future investigation and it should be established 
whether they are associated with subject in his activities. 

CRIMINAL RECORD 


It is reflected under this section in referenced 
report that the Newark Police Department records reflected 
that subject and one Michael Marino were arrested in 1955 
on charges of prostitution. The official court record should 
be checked regarding this arrest to obtain the official 
disposition of the charge. . You should also develop sufficient 
information regarding Marino to establish his criminal 
potentiality and his connection with the subject and other 
hoodlums in your division. 

It is also observed that subject was subpoenaed 
to appear before the Mercer County Grand Jury, Trenton, 

New Jersey, on 12-17-57 ostensibly for the purpose of being 
questioned regarding his visit to Joseph Barbara’s home at 
Apalaehin, New York, on 11-14-57. You should make every 
effort to discreetly obtain the results of subject's testimony 
before this grand Jury and to vigorously follow any leads 
it might suggest in connection with this program. 

ASSOCIATES 


It is noted T-3 advised subject is close associate 
of Antonio Rocco Caponlgro and is believed to be a silent 
partner with him in the motel business. You should attempt

to determine whether this information is accurate and 
definitely establish what connections there are between 
subject and Caponigro, as the latter has been described 
by T-3 as being involved in numerous gang-style murders 
and is capable of any crime* 

CRIMINAL ACTIVITIES 


It is noted T-2 stated that subjects uncle, 

(VNN) Trio <ph^ and Trio's son were murdered in Newark 
around 1937 or 1938 by a faction of Mafia which was opposed 
to their operation of the Two Star Italian Lottery. Further, 
that subject on instructions from ths Mafia obtained approxi¬ 
mately $300,000 from a safety deposit box from a local bank 
in Newark and turned it over to the Mafia. The Mafia allegedly 
then loaned subject money to buy the Suburban Motor Lodge 
on Route 1, Newark. 

It is noted a lead has been set out to determine 
how subject raised finances for investment in the Suburban 
Motor Lodge and the Airport Motel, incorporated. This effort 
should be pursued vigorously. You should also attempt to 
determine if subject is associated with Mafia. You should 
also attempt to verify the killing of the Trios and to 
develop any other information which might lend credence to 
T-2's report. In this connection you should be alert for 
the identity of other relatives of subject who might be 
associated with the hoodlum element. 

The "Newark Star Ledger" for 11-19-57 stated subject 
was grilled for nearly four hours by the Newark police and 
state investigators on the slaying of Albert Anastasia and 
the mysterious convention in Aptlaehin, New York. Although 
the press indicated this interview was unproductive, you 
should attempt to discreetly ascertain the results from the 
Newark Police and closely follow any leads it might suggest 
in line with this program. 

PLACES OF AMUSEMENT OR HANGOUTS FREQUENTS!) 

It is noted no information is reported under this 
subheading as recent surveillance had developed none* It 
is essential that you establish through intsrviews, informants, 
or surveillances subject's hangouts and places of amusement 
currently frequented by him. By developing such information 
you should also come up with additional associates which may 
possibly further increase your coverage on this subject.

It is stated in referenced report that ‘the 
surveillance maintained on subject has failed to indicate 
he has traveled outside the Newark area. In addition to 
this phase, you should also establish the means of travel 
available to subject, such as identifying any cars owned 
by members of his family or friends which subject is known 
to use. 

PERSONAL HABITS AMP PlCOLlAimiS 

NO information is set out under this subheading 
in referenced report except that subject is not known to 
possess a firearms permit. livery effort should be made to 
develop subject's personal habits, likes and dislikes, 
hobbies, and Identity of any female companions, as these 
may assist the Agent in properly evaluating the most effective 
approach to be employed by him in order to obtain the 
information he desires. 

PHYSICAL DESCRIPTION AND PHOTOGRAPHS

Although a partial description of subject as 
obtained from the files of the Newark Police and Selective 
Service record is set forth, this is inadequate* The physical 
description of top hoodlums should contain all information 
suggested in Section SOB, Page 33, Part I, FBI Handbook. 

As pointed out in New York letter dated 11-27-37, 
mentioned above, it is obvious that ingenuity, initiative, 
good judgment, and alertness will be necessary in order that 
this program will be effectively administered. 

It is fully expected that you will personally 
give this program your attention and see to it that your 
office conducts investigations in these cases in an 
expeditious and complete manner.

IGNAZIO CANGELOSI, President of above company, and 
CHARLES CANGELOSI, Secretary. RIELA and the two GSNGELOSIs 
started the Jo-Ann Dress Company, Easton, Pa., on 1/17/52. 

T-5 advised VINCENT J. NASO was formerly Treasurer of the 
Northampton Pants Company. Background information concerning 
Northampton Pants Company, Jo-Ann Dress Company, CANGELOSIs 
and NASO set out from Credit Bureau records. .

Confidential Informant T-l, a concern which maintains 
records of business establishments, furnished the following 
information concerning Northampton Pants Company, Inc., Easton, Pa.,

to SA THOMAS F. HANNIGAN, on December 10, 1957: 

IGNAZIO CANGELOSI was President, ANTHONY RIELA, 

Vice President, and CHARLES CANGELOSI, Secretary and Treasurer. 
The officers are also directors of this company. Northampton 
Pants Company Inc. was chartered June 27 , 1946, with authorized 
capital $10,000, divided into 1,000 shares at $10.00 each. 

This organization succeeded a partners!^ of the above 
individuals, trading under the same name and formed about 
Mareh 1946. The business manufactures dress pants on 
contract basis for four manufacturers in Boston and New York 
City. All officers are active in the business, which employs 
about 130 employees, at 222 East St. Joseph Street, Easton, Pa. 

IGNAZIO CANGELOSI, born May 14, 1904, New York City, 
wife CAROLYN, two children, resides at RD 3, Country Club Road, 
Easton, Pa., telephone Easton 2 - 5105 . Employed 1936 until 
1945 as a house painter by the City of New York. 


CHARLES A. CANGELOSI, bom October 15 , 1915, 

New York City, wife DOROTHY D., two children, resides at 
1000 Washington Street, Easton, Pa., telephone Easton 3-0343. 
He operated a retail grocery and food business at 780 East 
l 6 lst Street, New York City, from 1936 to 1939. Served in 
U.S. Array from 1940 to 1945. 


ANTHONY RIELA was born about 1900 in Italy. 

He came to the United States in 1928, operated as a distributor 
of food products, and later started a tavern in Newark, N.J. 

He was also active in the R.B.C. Cloak and Suit Company, 
Brooklyn, N.Y. In 1941, RIELA sold his interest in the 
latter company. In October 1942, he was connected with 
Weiswand and Riela, Inc., in a wood products business in 
Maplewood, N.J., which business moved in November 1942 to 
Hillside, N.J., and later opened a branch in Fabyan Place, 
Newark, N.J. This branch was taken over by firm composed

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RIELA continued business individually, trading as 
U.S. Manufacturing Company, Maplewood, N.J., until 1949 when 
this business was sold, sale price not disclosed. 

T-l had no information as of June 6, 1957, as to 
whether RIELA was still connected with Northampton Pants 
Company. Sales estimated to exceed $300,000 but no financial 
statement obtained. Latest financial statement, October 31, 1950, 
indicated current assets $39,906.00, current liabilities 
$45,514.00,other assets $55,382.00, and tangible net worth 
$43,456.00. Sales for fiscal year ending October 31, 1950, 
were $305,575.00. Following judgments allegedly recorded 
against Northampton Pants Company: September 4, 195©, Ly 
Singer Sewing Machine Company, Philadelphia, covering 19 sewing 
machines* January 12, 1954, for $6924 in favor United States* 
April 9, 1954, for $7,856 favor of U.S.* June 22, 1954, for 
$9,193 favor U.S. Judgment for $639 against ANTHONY RIELA 
and others In favor United States, which would have indirect 
effect on company. Judgment entered December 16, 1955, against ,

T-l furnished following information concerning the 
Jo-Ann Dress Company, 222 East St. Joseph Street, Easton, Pa.: 

IGNAZIO and CHARLES CANGELOSI and ANTHONY RIELA 
started the Jo-Ann Dress Company on January 17, 1952, as 
a partnership with $5000 in cash and $1500 In shipment 
transferred to this company from the Northampton Pants 
Company. In July 1954, RIELA withdrew from this partnership 
receiving an undisclosed amount for his Interest. 

Confidential Informant T-2, an organization which 
maintains Information concerning business organizations, 
advised that IGNAZIO and CHARLES CANGELOSI had applied for 
health and accident insurance on themselves in favor of the 
Northampton Pants Company. T-2 stated that In their insurance 
application both stated-they derived $8500 per annum income 
from this business. IGNAZIO listed his net worth at $30,000. 
CHARLES indicated net worth at $20,000. T-2 stated that his 

agency's investigation failed to indicate that RIELA was 
currently connected with either the Northampton Pants Company 
or the Jo-Ann Dress Company.

Confidential Informant T-4, who is in a position 
to furnish information of this nature, advised the Northampton 
Pants Company opened an account with the Easton National 
Bank on September 9, 1955* The name ANTHONY RIE*£a was not 
on the authorized signature card submitted by this company. 

Confidential Informant T-5* who is in a position 
to furnish information of this nature, advised the Northampton 
Pants Company had an account with the Northampton National Bank 
Easton, Pa., for many years but closed it about two years ago 
since they wished to transfer it to a new neighborhood bank, 

T-5 produced signature cards dated May 6, 1946, 
which reflected this company was owned by a partnership 
of ANTHONY RIELA, VINCENT J. NASO, IGNAZIO CANGELOSI, and 
CHARLES CANGELOSI. 


On August 12, 1946, corporation signature cards 
were submitted to replace the corporation signature cards. 
These cards reflected the following officers for this 
corporation: 


President - IGNAZIO CANGELOSI 
Vice President - ANTHONY RIELA 
Treasurer - VINCENT J. NASO 
Secretary - CHARLES CANGELOSI 


On May 2, 1952, corporation signature cards were 
re-submitted.

East St. Joseph Street, dated July 27, 1948, which contained 
the following information: 


This business was started 25 years ago and has been 
in continuous operation since then. 

STEPHEN NASO was principal then and he later took in 
partners. It was incorporated February 1930 for $20,000 
for purpose of cutting and sewing pants, mostly on a consign¬ 
ment basis. 


Original incorporators have sold interests and 
in April 1946 the name Northampton Pants Company was listed 
as fictitious name in the Northampton County Courthouse with 
the following owners:

VINCENT J. NASO, Treasurer; 

CHARLES CANGELOSI, Secretary. 


An ink notation by the name VINCENT J. NASO 
appears as follows: "Sold out to other three." (No date 
was indicated,) 

This company normally employed 100 to 120 

employees. 


A notation appeared on the report that in 
October 1952, the pants business was off considerably. 

Another ink notation appeared as follows: "They started 
a dress manufacturing concern in summer 1952 as Jo-Anne 
Dress Company in basement of same building. 

A card was contained in these files for the 
Jo-Ann Dress Company, 222 East St. Joseph Street. 

A notation appeared on this card that this 
company manufactured dresses and occupied the first floor 
of the Northampton Pants Company and was operated by the same 
firm. This was started because the pants business was very slow. 
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A newspaper clipping dated January 1952 reflected 
that a fictitious name had been filed in Northampton County 
Courthouse for the Jo-Ann Dress Company. This was filed by 
ANTHONY RIELA, 373 Lincoln Avenue, Belleville, N.J.; CHARLES 
CANGELOSI, 1000 Washington Street, Easton, Pa.; and IGNATZ 
CANGELOSI, 1918 Northampton Street, Easton, Pa. 

These files contained a card for ANTHONY RIELA, 

373 Lincoln Avenue, Belleville, N.J. This card contained 
the notation that RIELA was a partner In the Jo-Ann Dress 
Company. No other information was contained on this card, 
and no date appeared on the card. 

A report of October 8, 1957 » for the Easton 
Federal Savings and Loan Coiptny for CHARLES CANGELOSI, 
wife - DOROTHY, 1000 Washington Street, Easton, Pa., 
revealed that he was one of the owners of the Northampton 
Pants Company and the Jo-Ann Dress Company. He was married 
and had one child dependent. His name had been in the 
files of the Easton Credit Bureau since April 1946. 

He formerly lived at 205 Madison Avenue, 

Easton, Pa. 


His two credit accounts were satisfactory. He 
maintained a high three or low four figure checking account 
in his name and a low four figure savings account was 
maintained in his wife’s name at the Easton National Bank. 

On April 3, 1958, a report was prepared by the 
Easton Credit Bureau for the Easton Federal Savings and 
Loan Association on IGNAZIO CANGELOSI, wife - CAROLYN, 

1918 Northampton Street. 

Information concerning him was first placed in 
the Credit Bureau files in April 1946. He was born May 9, 
1904, in New York City; he was married and had two children. 
He was self-employed at the Jo-Ann Dress Company and the 
Northampton Pants Company. 
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This report reflected a satisfactory credit 
record for CANGELOSI. He had checking and savings 
accounts at the Easton National Bank and Northampton 
National Bank. 

A previous report of November 12, 1954, for 
the R.H. Macy Company, New York City, reflected previous 
employment for IGNAZIO CANGELOSI with the New York City 
Police Department. 

He previously resided at 205 East Madison Stre* 
and 1801 Ferry Street, Easton, Pa.; his wife*s maiden name 
was CAROLYN NASO. 

These files contained a report dated May 13, 1949, 
for VINCENT J. NASO, wife - CARRIE A. TODARO, for the Credit 
Bureau of Reading and Berks County, Pa. 

His name had been in these files since June 1938. 

In Easton he resided at 309 East Wilkerson Street, Easton, Pa. 

His address as of June 16, 1949, was 1202 Joan Terrace, 
Wyomissing Park, Reading, Pa. NASO me to Easton, Pa., 
about June 1938 from Brooklyn, N.Y, On September 20, 1939, 
he was employed as a foreman at the Northampton Pants Company 
and was residing at 46 North 9th Street, Easton, Pa. 

A notation appeared on this report dated April 4, 

1949, that NASO was owner of the Osan Manufacturing Company. 

His credit was astisfactory, except for an account 
with one furniture store in which a dispute arose over a 
breakfast set. 

The Northampton National Bank revealed that a $ 5000.00 
business loan was made in September 1946 to NASO and three 
partners to buy the Northampton Pants Company. This loan 
was paid off in June 1948 and considered an excellent account. 

Chief of Police JOHN I. SCHWARZ, Easton, Pa., Police 
Department, advised on December IQ, 1957, he did not know any 
of the individuals mentioned above.

On January 14, 1958, PETER STOUT, (NA) Chief of 
Police, Northampton, Pa., advised SA THOMAS if • HANNIGAN that 
he obtained the following information from Confidential Informant 
T-l described by STOUT as having furnished him reliable information 
in the past: 

T-l has had knowledge of the activities of the 
Northampton Pants Company (NPCo.) for the past seven years. 

ANTdONX RIELA is an uncle of IGNAZIO CANGELOSI, President, and 
CHARLES CANGELOSI, Secretary of the Northampton Pants Company. 

This company manufacturers about 2700-3000 pairs of pants weekly 
on a contract basis* Its principal customer accounting for 
about two-thirds or three-quarters of its production is the 
Sobel & Goldman Company, New York City. 

Beginning about 1950 The Northampton Pants Company 
experienced a decline in business. It reduced Its work from 
100 employees in 1950 to 65 employees in 1953-54* In the 
later period it obtained the Soble and Goldman account and the 
company is currently operating on a fairly steady work schedule 
with 65 employees. According to STOUT, T-l described the CANGELOSI 
brothers as cooperative, honest, but poor business men. The 
informant had no knowledge of the CANGELOSI brothers associating 
with any racketeers. They personally have little current financial 
worth# RIELA is referred to by the CANGELOSI brothers as the 
silent partner. T-l reportedly believed that if RIELA withdrew 
his financial support In this business the operation would fold 
up. The informant estimated to STOUT that the business of the 
Northampton Pants Comp any was just above the break even point. 

T-l did not believe that the Northampton Pants Company has 
submitted any recent financial statements. 

T-l reportedly has never met RIELA. and does not 
believe he comes to Easton, Pa., with any regularity or that 
he has any close associates in Easton. 

T-l told STOUT that he learned that RIELA had a 
financial interest in the Northampton Pants Company as late as 
November 1957 but that he was attempting to liquidate all his 
financial interests in the United States believing that he may 
be deported. STOUT said he questioned T-l about RIEIA‘s possible 
deportation. T-l reportedly replied that this was a rumor and 

he could not recall the source. 
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T-l further advised STOUT that about 1952 the 
Northampton Pants Company became delinquent in its payments 
to the Welfare and Vacation Fund of Local 119# Amalgamated 
Clothing Workers of America (ACWofA). Local 119* used pressure 
unsuccessfully to collect this delinquency. A business agent 
of Local 119 later discussed this matter with the national 
headquarters of ACWofA of NYC and advised that the silent 
partner in the Northampton Pants Co. was influential in the 
ACWofA. T-l reportedly told STOUT that the Northampton Pants 
Company paid up its delinquency and that no difficulties have 
been experienced regarding this matter with the Northampton 
Pants Company since that time.

The groom was Doctor 
Mario Tagliagambe who now has his office in 
Brooklyn, N.Y. The Doctor introduced me to 
Joseph Barbera. Last Thursday, November 14, 1957, 
was the first time that I had seen Joseph Barbera 
in person since the wedding. During this inter¬ 
val I had never communicated with him by letter, 
telephone or any other means. About six or 
seven months ago Dr. Tagliagambe told me that 
Joseph Barbera was quite sick. I got this in¬ 
formation from the Doctor at Columbia Hospital 
in New York City Where I was visiting my goomba, 
Joseph Colletti wHo was critically ill at the 
hospital. Since the Doctor first told me that 
Barbera was sick he has told me on several 
occasions, each time at the Hospital, that Bar¬ 
bera was feeling better and could see visitors. 
For the past three weeks or so I decided that 
I would go up and pay him a friendly visit. 

I myself had the Flu. After recovering from 
it I decided that I would visit him on last 
Thursday, November 14, 1957. This date was 
> decided without any prearrangement with any_one 
and without order from anyone or suggestions 
from anyone. I left my house at 7 Benvenue 
Ave. at about 7 or 7 % 30 A.M. I was alone and 
I drove up to Mr. Berbara’s house without first 
stopping at my MoteT or anywhere else. I was 
alone on the entire drive. The Doctor had 
told me how t© get up there and I followed his 
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’’directions taking Route 17. I stopped once 
for coffee. I arrived at Barbara's house at 
about 1 or Is30 P.M. I noticed about 4 or 5 
cars parked in the immediate vicinity of the 
house.

The'ge files reflected that VINCENZO and JOSEPH TROIA 
were possibly in the numbers racket in Beloit, Wisconsin, and 
in Rockford, Illinois. The police located a shotgun in TROIA*s 
home, which was wrapped in a Springfield, Ill* newspaper. 


At the time of the murder, the Newark Police Depart¬ 
ment located a bank deposit slip on VINCENZO TROIA and the 
name on this deposit slip was ELIA CONSTANZA. This deposit 
slip was from the Central Bank and Trust Company, 294 South 
Orange Avenue, Newark, N.J. The police determined that there 
was a safe deposit box, #32, in the name of ELIA CONSTANZA, 
and the record shows that the safe deposit box was opened on 
September 6, 1935, on court order by police, in the presence 
of the President of the bank and the Grand Jury Clerk.

Mrs* FAYE LABRUZZO, 1726 De Kalb Avenue, Brooklyn, 
New York, contacted on October 23, 1957* During investigation 
on another matter, Newark Confidential informant T-5 
advised SA THOMAS J. 0 # CONNOR of the New York office that 
his records reflect that JOSEPH BONNANO and his wife, FAYE 
LABRUZZO, may have temporarily resided at 1726 De Kalb Avenue, 
Brooklyn, New York* It is noted that JOSEPH BONNANO has a 
wife, FILIPPA (LA BRUZZO), Aka*, FAYE LA BRUZZO, and formerly 
resided in Brooklyn* 

JOSEPH BARBARA, SR*, Me Fall Road, Apalachin, 

New York, contacted on June 24, 1957* BARBARA was host to 
the meeting of hoodlums at the above address on November 14, 
1957* 


B« Immigration information 

Newark Confidential Informant T-6 advised that 
it appears from information assembled during the course of 
his investigation, that the subject, as PIETRO RIELA, entered 
the United states via the "matched case route” * By this 
method, persons illegally in the united States, by using 
the arrival data of another, legitimate immigrant, proceed 
toward naturalisation, thereby legalising their status* T-6 
Stated that the illegal resident would supply his description 
and background data to the "ring” specializing in such 
activity* The "ring” would, in turn, supply this information 
to an IRS employee who would match the information with 
the arrival data of a legal immigrant through a search of 
manifest records* When a "match” is made, the "ring” 
customer is furnished with the pertinent information which 
he would then use in the falsification of his immigration 
papers* 


in this instance, T-6 contends that RIELA used the 
entry data of PIETRO RIELA, INS Number C-2918116, of 
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1018 Danbury Road* Ithaca* Hew York* whose background data 
curiously corresponds with that of subject HIELA. T-6 
stated that he intends to prove that the subject fraudulently 
claimed residence in Brooklyn* new York for a period of six 
souths prior to filing a Petition for Citizenship while 
he actually resided elsewhere* T-6 hopes that by proving 
RIELA* s petition was fraudulent* RIELA will then be amenable 
to deportation proceedings* 

RIELA* while being interviewed by the Newark* 

New Jersey Police Department on November 18* 1957* advised 
that he was born on August 5* 1896 in Terranova* Sicily* 
and came to this country when 29 years of age* It is noted 
that the subject’s INS file reflects that he entered the 
United states on July 8* 1923 (at which tine he was 26 years 
of age)* During interview* Mrs* RIELA advised T-6 that 
RIELA came to the United States in about 1926 (at which 
time he would have been 29 years ofage*) 

IV* DESCRIPTIVE DATA 

A* Current Criminal Record 

Records of the Newark* now Jersey police Department* 
Number 67510* New Jersey State Police Number 511559* reviewed 
on December 4* 1957* reflect that the subject was arrested 
on November 9* 1955 by the Newark police on two warrants* One 
warrant contained two charges of maintaining a nuisance and the 
other warrant contained two charges of permitting prostitution 
on the premises* In each warrant* one charge relates to the 
suburban Motor Lodge and the other to the Airport Motel* which 
charges were placed as the result of a raid by the Newark 
police on November 3* 1955, This raid netted nineteen couples 
who, along with RIELA and MARINO* were arrested* on November 29 
1955* RIELA appeared in Municipal Court Number 5 and was 
held for the action of the Essex County Grand Jury on all 
four charges* On February 1* 1956* the Grand Jury dismissed 
all charges against him* 

RIELA appeared before the Federal Grand Jury* 

Southern District Of New York on January 14* 1958* at which 
time he invoked the Fifth Amendment concerning the Apalachln 
meeting* 


RIELA appeared before the Mercer County Grand 
Jury* Trenton* New Jersey on January 8* 1958 and again on 
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January 22, 1958, and refused to answer any questions 
pertinent to himself or the Apalachin meeting, according to 
information received from Newark Confidential Informant T-7 
on January 27, 1958. 

The subject appeared before the Tioga County 
Grand Jury, Owego, New York, on February 25, 1958, at which 
time he was indicted on seventeen counts of contempt and is 
now scheduled to appear before Tioga County Judge FRANCIS 
CLOHESSY on June 23, 1958, in answer to these charges. 

B, Description of Residence 


Subject resides with his wife at 7 Benvenue Avenue, 
West Orange, New Jersey. This house is a square, one story 
house of contemporary style and is constructed largely of 
brick. It contains a double garage under the house, adjacent 
to the basement. 

Deed Book 3317, Page 312, Essex County Hall of 
Records, Newark, New Jersey, reflects that this property was 
deeded to RIELA on March 17, 1955. Mortgage Book 3408, 

Page 162, lists a mortgage in the amount of $25,000.00 on 
this property which is held by the West Side Trust Company, 
Newark, New Jersey. 

On December 5, 1957, Newark Confidential Informant 
T-8 advised that RIELA has a fifteen year mortgage in the 
amount of $25,000.00 on his residence and that the monthly 
payments on the mortgage are $192.25. 

On February 4, 1958, Newark Confidential Informant 
T-9 advised that the records of the Bank of Commerce, 
Springfield Avenue, Newark, New Jersey, reflect that RIELA*s 
residence is valued at approximately $45,000.00, including 
$40,000.00 for construction and $5,000.00 for the land. These 
files do not contain a financial statement, but reflect that 
RIELA*s net worth is approximately $196,000.00, which consists 
mostly of investments in two motels. 

C. Desc r iption of Cars 

On May 21, 1958, RIELA was observed by Bureau 
Agents to trade his green 1956 Chrysler Windsor in on a 
golden brown and tan 1958 Chrysler New Yorker. The New Jersey 
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tags on the old oar, K/Z S 86, were transferred to the new 
car. The trade was made through Bruno Motors, New Brunswick, 
New Jersey. 


T-3 advised that the Airport Motel obtained an 
automobile loan in the amount of $2,540.40 from the Bank _of 
Commerce, Newark, New Jersey on October 12, 1957 for a 1957 
Chevrolet Station Wagon. Bureau Agents have observed the 
subject operating this vehicle in the vicinity of the above 
motel.
